Which the reft obferuing,one of them vpbraided 
him in thefe words; Thinkeft thou, 6 Naturall man, tocontemne 
fo great a Dei tie,and to vilifie his holy Ordinance,and cfcapcvn- 
pumYhed ? Whom another thus feconded, Do'ft thou now be¬ 
gin to di ftruft thy philofphy ? and to call vpon, and complain vn- 
to him,whom til now thou either would ft not 3 ordidft nor know ? 
Why do’ft thou not fuffer that Lord of heauen to reft quietly in 
thatheauen which he hath made, but that thou thus importuneft 
him with thy clamours ? Where is now thy Cselam Cedi Domino t

Lucian (ofwhom I before gaue a fhort Chara&er) vras firna- 
med Samofitenfis^bccs^ fe borne in Samofata, (a city iciruatenot 
far from Euphrates) he was called Blajphcmus, M aledicus ,znd 
thus . He liued in the time of Trot anus Cafar^ and was at fir ft an 
Aduocate or Lawyer, and pra<ftifcd at Anri^nT^ city in Sy¬ 
ria: but it fremes, not thriuin^ bv nts parti mo nious andclofe- 
fifted Clients; he forfooke that profelfion,and rctyred himfelfe, 
though toaleffe profitable, yet a more pleafing ftudy,namely, to 
be a follower of the Mules. VoLucrranm reports of him,That hee 
was a Chriftian,buc after prooued a Renegade from that Faith: 
and being demanded, Why he turned Apoftata ? his anfwer was. 
That he had gained nothing by that profeffion, more than one 
bare fyllableadded tohisname^beingchriftened Ludanmyt here 

before his name was plaine Lucius . His death (as the beftappro- 
ued Authors relate of him) was wretched and miferable: for wal¬ 
king late in theeuening, hcewasaftaultcd by band-dogs, and by 
them worried and tome in pieces.

Diodorus Siculus makes mention ot an oblation made to Onion 
and loLuSj by the children of the Leonriniars • wlikfiwhofbncff- 
le6tcd 5 \vaseither llrook with blindneirCjdcafiies^niirrineiredame- 
ncHe,or the like; but hauing performed all the ceremonies requi¬ 
red atthe Altar 5 they inlianrly recouered their health agame. 

In Caftabulafif we will beleeue Stfa&i) there wasa temple de¬ 
dicated to Diana P < rftca ^to which all i nch virgins as vowed perpe¬ 
tual I chaftity,might familiarly vvalkevpon hot irons 3 or tread vp¬ 
on burning coles, and neucr fecle heate or fire. 

I he like he reporteth ro be in the city of Feronia,fcituat at the 
footol the moumaine Sara«fles - whereall the VotarefTes belong¬ 
ing to that Shrir emay do the like: which fiievves chemal ice and 
ambition o ( thefe malevolent Spirits, which would vfurpe the 
power ot the Almigfiry. Befidcs,their Oracles hauea great appa- 
rancc of truth, and or mod part, luchas put any confidence in 
them,they would take vnto their prote& ion ^ but the contemners 
of their fuperftitious rites they would feuerely punifh. 

Anjlidts a potent gouernor in Smyrna,when a mighty andpfO- 
digious earthquake was neere at hand, was fore-waro^ by rhe 
Image of BfcuUpins b to go vp vnto the mountain Aris, arid tfiere to 
offer facrificc. Which he accordingly did^Bnvas no fooner got 
vprorhemi 1 irrofr 1 ^* ifcen^utin the region below hap^ 
ied fuch a terrible fliake of the earth, that villages and cities were 
jdemolifbcd - only the mounrain Atis,m which by that predi^ion 
hlfwas fecured/clc at rhat time no fuch calamhie. 


Plutarch and Liuj both write, That Camillas hauing diftreft the 
Veians, made a fob mci.icrific tolum Ccicntanoj and be fought 
her robe Bill propitious vnto the Romans: faying further, that if 
f\r>c fop lea fed, they would rranl portlier flatuc to Rome. At which 
requeft the image opened her armes,and embracing Camillus^told 
him,That with much willingneffc fhe accepted hisdeuocion. 

Tlve Athenians gaue diuine honour to Pa/; rhe godol iheep- 
heardSjbccaufc meeting their Embaflador phihprides in the Par- 
thenian gTOitcs,hcc promifed them hisafltfiancein thegreatbat- 
tell of Marathon fought againfl the Perfians, 

Cleoments King of Sparta facrificing to Iuna ,demanded what 
fucccffe he fhonlet haueagainft rhe Argiues,wirh whom hewasat 
that time in opposition. Whereupon,a fiameoffirefuddenly iffu- 
cd from berwikt the breads of thcgoddefle: which omen was by 
the Harufpiecs or Soothfayers thus interprered. That heefhould 
notwhol’v conquer ; rhecirvhe fnonld furprifeand confumevvith 

fire, but the prime citadel he (hould not enter: And foit hapned.

C&lw reportetfrthat in Daulia there was a Temple dedicate 
to Mmerua, to which there belong ctrtaine Dogs (or rather Di- 
uels) who when any of the Argiue nation came to prefent their 
Deuotions, would fawne vpon them, in figne of a free and louing 
welcome. But if any Barbarian or ftranger entred the place,they 
would Hy in their faces, as ready to plucke them to pieces. We 
reade like wife of the Temple of Hercules in Rome, feituate in Fo- 
ro Boarro, which will endure neither Dogs nor flies. As alfo that 
dedicate vnto chiles among ft the Bon ft ines, to which no man¬ 
ner of Birds or fowle dare to approch. 

Herodotus deliucreth vnto vs, 1 bat when thofe Perfians which 
Xerxes brought into Greece, came but to approch Diana's Altar, 
which flood iuft before the Temple of Apollo in Delphos • fome 
of them weredeftroyed by lightning and tempeftuous (bowers of 
Haile; others, by the ruine of two great parts of the mounraine 
Pern auii s were crushed and (battered. Moreouer, fuch hiffings 
and difmall howles were heard to iffiie from the Temple, that the 
reft extremely terrified, fled the place: who being purfued &op- 
preft by the Inhabitants, fuffeiea an infinite flaughter.Infomuch 
that their fmall remainder, with much di fficuJcyrecourrcdrhe in¬ 
terior parts of Boetia for their (afetie. To rlv fi? diftrefted & di- 
fpa i ri ngmcnappSrc^wnwari uc r TI ero’ s,mou n ted on two migh¬ 
ty deeds the one pbtUeon, the other Amo nous • thefe flayed them 
flk i ng a nd gaue them incouragemcnc-.which was after,the ground 
of an incredible fuperftition. 

Thefe are the malignant Spirits,refraaorie and rebcllious.and 
in continual oppofition with the Maker of all things,by fuch pre- 

ftigious jugling - thinking to robhimofhis honour>and as faras 

lies in them, to confer it vpon themfelues. And this they do not, 

either becaufe they arc ignorant that all (eiruice and reucrenceis 
due from the creature to the Creator ■ or that either good or pro¬ 
fit may arife vnto them by any poffible reconcilement,or the lead 
mitigation of chat irrevocable fentence denounced againft thern: 
but itproccedcth from a maliciousenuy and curfeddefpigbt,be^ 
caufp they them (elites as Traitors and Rebels are excluded the 
prefence of the Almighty for euer; they feeke Jikewife to draw 
fraile and wcake man into the dime condemnation and iudgmenr. 
For well tbev know, there is no fin more odious and abhominable 
in the eyes of the Almighty, than Idolatry, or by him pnnifhed 

with more (cueritie and bittcrnelTe. _

Porphiritts was of opinion, That not one onc^ y, bur many Spi¬ 
rits or Genij had the charge of one and euery man-.one hauing 
care oucr his health,another indulgent oner his beauty and fea¬ 
ture • another to infuic into him courage and conftancie,&:c. But 
Umbhcus was of a contrarie 3 ffertion, arHrming, That many nee¬ 
ded not, when one being of fo pure and refined a nature was fuffi- 
cienc. 

Some haue affirmed Spirits to be of diuers qualities, & there¬ 
fore to work e in men,according to their ownedifpofmons,diuers 
effeds. Affirming, Thar thofe Ethereal I orTierie,ftirrevpmcn 
to contemplation: the Airy,to the bit fine ife and common aifarres 
of this life : the Waterie,to pleafure :the Earthy, to bafe and 
gripple auarice. So likewife the Martiall Spirits incite vs to for¬ 
titude * the Ioviall, to prudence; the Venereal 1 , to luft * the Mer¬ 
curial!, to policie and wiiedomej theLunarie, to fertilitie and 
plenty of iiTue* the Saturnine,to diflfuadc from all things that be 
Such was that Socrnthum DGenius of Socra 
itSy which flill continued and encouraged him in the ftudic and 
pradifeof Vertue: whofe condition was to difTuadehim from 
many things, but to per (bade him ro nothing. O- this Dsmom- 
um ft range things are reported in Hillorie* as that it was euer at 
his elbow to diuert him from doing cuill, and to adui/e him ro 
flui n and auoidd an ger; to remember him of things pa ft, to ex- 
plaine vnto him things prefent, and reuealevnto him things fu¬ 
ture. Socrates himfelfe confe ifed that hee faw it fometimes, but 
feldome, yet heard it often.

Spirits, the Theologifts are of opinion, fhat they are not of 
power todeftroy anyone Element, or to peruert that conftant or¬ 
der by which the fabrickeof the World is guided and gout, , 
Yet of their incredible ceieritic and ftrength, hiftoriesare very 

frequent bot h in the facred Scriptures, and elfewhere. We rcade 

That the Diuell tooke our bJelled Sauiour 5 and by the permillioh 
oi his Gofhood, placed him on the top of the pinaclc of the Tem¬ 
ple:, and ina moment tooke him from thence, and bare him into 
an exceeding high mountaine, from whence hee fhewed him all 
the Kingdomes of the earth, and the glory thereof. Wee reade 
likewi fe. That the Ange 11 of the Lord tooke the Prophet Habbu- 
uck( as he was.carrying meat vnto the Reapers)by the haireof the 
head, and in the ftrength of fpiri^in aninftant tranfporred him 
from Iudara to Babylon : And as foone as the Prophet Damc/had 
tooke his repaft, left him in the twinkling of an eye, in the felfe 
fame placewlu re ic hrft found him. The ike weercadein the 
Go (pell, of Pbiljp the Apofttte, who was fnatchcdvpby the An- 
gell, and brought where the Eunuch of Candaces was read ingin 
Efuas the Prophet: which after he had expounded vnto him, and 
thenbaptifed him in the riuer,hee was fuddenly taken from his 
fight. Other i lories to this purpofe there be many. 

Pythagoras (if we may beleeue Apodonim} was feene in one day 
both in Croton and'Mcraporitiis/ And \^ 4 pollon'uu TyantM the 
notable Magitian, being at Rome in the prelcncc of the Emperor 
Domitian, and commanded to be bound hand and foot before 
him. yg he (uddcnly vanidied out ot his fighc, and was the felfe 
lame houre hurried as larre as Putcoli, to keepea former appoint¬ 
ment which he had made, to make merry with fbme of his ac- 
quaintanceand friends. 

IdtnUtcm a notorious Inchantcr hauing faCrificed vntotlieDi- 
uell, was railed vp ten cubits from the earth, leaning (to the won¬ 
der and amafement of all there prefent) tovvalke in theaire.And 
as Evmtppus teftifieth of him, his garments were ftrangely alte- 
red^appearing as if they had been newly dipt in a thoufand ftmdry 
glorious colours, lohanms Teutonic us a Cannon of Halberfted in 
Germanic, hauing by art Magicke performed many ftrange pre- 
ftigious feats,almoft incredible ^ in one day(which was the birth 
dayoi our Sauiour) was tranfporred by the Diue linthe fhape 
pf a blackehorfe, and feene and heard to fay Mafle the fame day, 
j in I ialberfted 5 in Mentz, and in Cullein.

Whether he himleifvvas 
then trauelling < And to what purpofe he led that empty horfe in 
his hand ?

had of thofe whom they called the New Sc^,they would ruan- 
g’e Chrifts Mirac'es, cauill at his Dodoinc, and mif- interpret 
the Scriptures to their owne fancies. Notwithflanding which, 
and that they laboured to abo 1 iili and exterminate the Profefflon, 
yet which way foe uer they aimed their words or their works, fom- 
thing ftill might be gathered from them, by which their malice 
was ea ily difcouered, and the hid re or the Truth more apparant- 
ly difeerned. Such Power hath the Word of God. 

For example * Itfiphus Ben Con on , not onely a lew by Linage, 
but in his Religion, vfeth thefe words i At the fame t/me (faith he) 
lined I efus, a wife man, if it be law full to terme hm a man • beCaufe in - 
deed he dtd wonderfull things , and was a CM a fir and Doff or 'into all 
fuch as made enauirie after the T ruth. He was followed by great troupes 
and multitudes both of Itwes and Gtntdts • andheewas Chr/f : and aU 
though he was afterwards accufed by the pr/netball men of our faith ^and 
crucified\ yet he was not abandonedof thofe who formerly followed him * 
but three dayes after his death he appearedaliue vnto them^ according 4$ 
the holy Scriptures had foretold andprophecied concerning him. And enen 
in thefe our dayes, the doctrine of C hr iff and the name of Chr/jl i an is di- 
Ifi/fed through the World. And this was that Iofephns who was pre- 
fentac the Je fir: ift ion of terufalem, and wrot the whole Hiftoric , 
thereof. 

Pontius P/ 7 .*/,who gaue fentence againft the Sauiour of the 

World, reported lb largely of his innocuous Life, Doctrine, and 
Miracles, to the Emperor Tiberius jh&t he confulted with the Se- 1 
j nat,to know whether they would admit of this lefus Chrift to be 

j their God : and though they did not a (lent vnto the motion, yet 
hce gaue exprdfe commandemcnt, that none or thacProfeffion 
'hoiild fuher pcrfecutionor injuric. i ’ 

To this let me adde the excel lent Epiillcof Publius Ltntulus, 
the Roman Proconful 5 in which the perfon of our Sauior is mod 
accurately deferibed. The very words being faithfully interpre-

His Nephew Adrian fuccecded him in the Impcriall Purple - 
who (as Julius Lampridi us reporteth) at his fir ft inauguration per¬ 
mitted them freely toexercile their Religion ^ and hee himfclfe 
withdiuersofhis Nobilitie worfhipped Chrift ; vnto whofe ho¬ 
nour they caufed Temples to be eredted. Yet afterwards hee fell 
from that Religion, prouingacrucll and merciiefte Perfccutor: 
for he was pcilcraded, That if hee lhould feeme to fauour or any 
way conniue at their Sedt, the whole World would be coniierred 
to the Faith, and fothe fuperftition and idolatry of the Gentiles 
be vtterly ouerthrowne. ^'et Petrus Crinitus writeth in the life of 
Saturninus) that an Epiftle was fent from Severinus the Confull, 
vnto the fame Adrian wherein he declared vnto him, That there 
were many Chriftians in Egypt, among whom fome called them- 
felues Bifhops 3 and others Deacons and Priefts; of which not any 
was found idle, but all deuoutly employed in fome religious Ex- 
ercife* as in vifitingand relieuing the Sicke, tame, and Blinde. 
That all of them lined by their labours, were of courteous and 
tagHifehehainour, and worth ipped one onely , who (as they faid) 

ad been crucified by the lewes. ^ ;

But that 
which Icfpeciallyobferuc in this hifloricis, Thar the people rc- 
uolting after this manner 5 were for the greater part Chriaians,his 
Tributaries and feruants-howfoeuer tainted with diuers herclies 
for feme were Nehorians, fome Armenians, fome Abe (Tines, &c. 
Hereupon the Icvvcsand [ylahumctanSjbeing vidorious vnderthc 
pay of Cubtajy lurprifed of them to the number of fiftecnc thou- 
land, and liauing firffe difarmed,and then with many bitter icoffes 
and taunts derided them, they prefenred them before the Empe- 
rour, exposing when he would command them to be cut in pie¬ 
ces,and they attending ready to play the Executioners.

it remains infallibly fo ; but this was not gouemed by the Lawes 

of Nature, but bv the will of the omnipotent Creator, who as he 

could carry the Moone withafwi Ftcourfe from the Orie nt * to 

meet with the Sunne in the meridian, and after three hours re- 

turne it backe into its owne place in the Baft - fo by his power he 

could bring to paife, that thefe three homes hee cou d ftaytfie

dared to pcrfecurc and cruci' e God himfelfe, cloathed in hum ■ 
flefti. Before, Citifcns with Citifens had contention, ftrifebe¬ 
got euill language, ill words,and fometimes (laughter: but now, 
feruants and flaucs haue made infu reclion againft the King of 
Men and Angels,and with incredible audacicie nailed him vmo 
the Croffe. At which the whole World quaked? and trembled, 
and the Sunne it felfe, as afliamcd to looke vpon fo honible an 

execrable an a (ft, withdrew his glorious uftre,and couered all the 
aire with moft terrible darkncfle. ^ .

^About that time one Sergim a Monke, a debofht fellow, of a 
fpotted life and bafecondition, (who tor maintainingof fondue 

dangerous herefies, was fled out of Conftantinop.e.and for the 

ifafeiard of his threatned life, thought to fhelter himfelfe m A- 
rabia) in proccffe of time grew into great acquaintance and tami- 
liaritie with Mahomet ■ who confulted together and began to pro. 
ieft great matters. Wow hauingbefore b.tn entred in¬ 

to the fludy of Magicke or Necromancie,Tefolned to perfuade 
the Gentiles that he was a Prophet. To prepare which, hee had 
praaifed diners iugling trlckes, by which his wife and hisovvnc 
houfhold were firft abufed. f o further which credtilitie,hee was 
troubled with the Falling Sickenefte : at which niswife and the 
re ft of her Neighbours being am a fed, he ma e of that this ditiel- 
lifh vfc, to perfuade them. That at fuch time as the fall took him, 
the Angeilof God came to confer with him, and hee being but 
mortall, and not ablctoendure his diuine prefence, was forced 
into thole fudden agonies and alterations of fpirir. jj£ 

This being generally reported, and confidently beleeuct. 1 , his 
wife foon after died, leauing him her vniuerlall heireof great pof- 
feflions and mighty fummes of money: which both emboldened 
and ftrengthened him in his diabolical ! proceedings * fo that by 
theaffiftance of Sergios the Monke bee now openly proclaimed 
himfelfe a Prophet, and fent of God to preferibe new lawes vnto 
the Nations. And hauing before made himfelfe skilfull a f* 
their 1 .awes, the better to countenance and corroborate this his 
Innouation, he thought to accord with the Iewes in iomc points, 
to continue them his friends * and in iome things wi ththc Chn- 
ftians,left Jie fhould make them his enemies. He likewife com¬ 
plied with diuersHeretiques : with the Macedonians he denied 
the Holy^Ghoft to be God 5 with the Nicolaitans,he appr°Ji c , 
the multipUcitic of Wiues, &c. On the other fide, he confc“ c 
amour Chrift to be an holy man, and a Prop! et ^ and th^ 1 
the Virgin Mary was an bolv and bleflcd woman, whom in h ,s 

Alcaron he much extol led. With the lews he held circumcifi^*]/ 
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with many other of their ceremonies. Befides, his Religion gaue 
^[1 the abhominable vices of the fltfh, free /cope and libercie: 
which drew vnto his new 5 c (ft much confluence of people from 
many Nations and Languages, to be his abettors and followers, j 
I iis booke hccalled the Alchoramand left his diuellifh impie¬ 
ties and abfurd impoftures (hould be examined, and by that 
mcancs difeouered, hee made it apenalrieof death for any man, 
To argue or make difficultie of any Tenent cones ined therein: 
making prote flat ion, 1 hat they ought to be fupported & main¬ 
tained by Armes,and not by Arguments. His fir ft attempt was, 
To fet vpon the con lines of Arabia ■ Hcrtidim being then hmpe- 
ror, who held his feat at Conftantinople , at the fame um cBom- 
face the fir ft was Pope, and Hmmm his fucceflbr. 

The newes of this great in fur redion commiig to the Empe¬ 
rors care, he prepared to fuppreffe it with all fpced poffible • and 
to that end lie entertained into his Pay the Scenites, awarre-like 
of Arabia, who be foie had in their hearts much lauoured 
met: by whofeaid,inthe fir ft bloudy Conhi&he was vido- 
rious, anddifperfed this new Sed, and had hee followed his pre- 
fen t fortune, he had quite abandoned it from the face of rhe earth. 
Bur fuppofing them by this firft defeat fufficiently difabled, arxi 
himfelfe feeured, hee failed to keepe promife with the Scenites, 
and de ained their pay: who in meere dc pighr, that they had biw 
deiiided and fo injur ion f y dealt with, ioyned themfelues with 
Mahomets d if- banded Forces, and by reafon of his termer reputa- 
tiop^leded him their Captaindan'd Generali t grow ing in time 
to that ftrength and boldnefTe, that they attempted diuers places 
in the Roman Empire, entring Syria,and furprifing the great cicv 

Daraas; inuading Egypt,Iuda:a, ivirh the bordering promnces : 

perfuading the Saracins and people or Arabia, That the Land or 

Prottufe folely appertained vntothem, as the legitimate fuccei- 

fors vnto their father Abraham and Sarah 0 from whom they eriue
